Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  1955,  as  directed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  re  Form  Port  20.  During  the  year  there  were  no  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  reported  in  the  district  covered  by  the  Authority.  No  contact 
cases  of  small-pox  were  examined.  No.  V.D.  cases  and  no  accident  cases.  The  Staff 
carried  out  their  usual  inspection  of  ships,  and  no  action  was  necessary,  all 
official  notices  were  observed.  We  have  had  no  complaints  this  year  as  regards 
pollution  of  mussels,  but  strict  observation  is  still  maintained.

The  water  supply  available  for  shipping  is,  in  e/ery  district  supplied  from  town 
mains,  via  standpipes  to  which  hoses  can  be  attached.  Stand  pipes  are  fixed  >en 
jetties  and  piers  within  easy  distance  of  berthing  and  no  problem  of  contamination 
of  supplies  need  arise. 

Conway  Quay  and  Deganwy  Jetty  & Dock.  Water  is  supplied  by  Cowlyd  Joint  Water  Board 
ex  Conway  Borough.  The  source  of  supplies  is  from  open  lakes  situated  high  up  in  the 
Vale  of  Conway. 

Penmaenmawr.  Source  of  supply  - Mountain  lake  - Craig  Llwyd  - situated  above  the 
town  and  a closed  reservoir  on  Penmaenmawr  Mountain. 

Bangor  Water  Supply.  On  quays  and  jetties  from  Bangor  City  Waterworks  - source  of 
supply  is  from  open  lakes  in  the  Ogwen  Valley. 

Menai  Bridge  and  Beaumaris.  Both  receive  supplies  of  water  from  the  new  Anglesey 
County  Council  waterworks  with  open  reservoir  at  Llangefni, 

All  supplies  are  routine  tested  by  the  Local  Authorities  concerned,  and  by  the 
Royal  Institutue  of  Public  Health  and  Hygiene,  London.

Order  (Public  Health  Shell-fish)  regulations  made  to  operate  from  1st.  November , 1 9L8, 
applying  to  Mussels  and  Cockles. 

Prescribed  Area,  is  extensive.  It  covers  the  Menai  Straits  from  Menai  Bridge  to 
Gallows  Point  in  the  North  and  to  Aber  in  the  South.  The  pollution  is  heavy  and 
the  Order  is  still  in  force.

There  are  mortuaries  available  at  Conway  Borough,  Penmaenmawr,  Bangor  and  on  the 
Anglesey  side  for  Beaumaris  and  Menai  Bridge. 

Burial  facilities  are  available  in  every  district.  There  are  no  cremation 
facilities  available  in  any  of  these  districts. 

Inspector’s  Report.  Bangor  Mussels. 

Regular  consignement  of  mussels  from  Bangor  have  been  dispatched  to  the  Tanks 
at  Pertmadoc.  As  previously  reported  arrangements  for  sampling  have  been  agreed 
between  the  Officers  of  your  Authority,  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Fisheries  at 
Conway  and  the  Sanitary  Officer  of  Portmadoc,  under  which  all  consignments  will  be 
supervised  and  tested  before  the  mussels  are  offered  to  the  Public. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  this  arrangement  has  worked  well.  Over  one 
hundred  and  twenty  samples  from  Portmadoc,  ex  Bangor,  have  been  tested  at  the  Ministry*  s 
Laboratory  at  Conway  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme,  and  in  each  case  the  result 
has  been  reported  as  Sanitary  Grade  1 - which  is  acceptable  to  all  markets. 

There  has  been  very  little  activity  in  any  of  the  Ports,  and  no  action  has  been 
necessary. 

Conway  continues  to  be  a busy  centre  for  inshore  fishing.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  Order  prescribing  certain  Prohibited  Areas  in  the  Estuary  for  mussel 
gathering  has  been  revoked,  from  which  it  may  be  concluded  that  the  system  of  cleansing 
has  proved  to  be  effective  even  when  mussels  of  a comparative  high  degree  of  pollution 
are  properly  treated. 

Penmaenmawr  is  still  the  port  where  the  greatest  tonnage  of  shipping  is  recorded. 
Mcst  if  not  all,  vessels  are  British  home  traders  and  come  under  the  control  of  the 
larger  Port  Authorities  every  few  days.  Therefore,  except  for  accident  or  infection  — 
neither  of  which  has  occurred  - no  action  has  been  necessary.
